The 
family  acknowledge  that  Mr.  Cleveland 
treated  her  generously.  So  much  fop  the 
charge  of  seduction  and  kidnapping  which 
many  newspapers  have  been  spreading.  It 
was  produced  originally  by  a  cheap  and  nasty 
journal  iu  Buffalo  ns  salvation  from  impend¬ 
ing  death,  and  has  little  other  evidence  to 
rest  on  except  the  bare  assertion  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Ball,  a  Baptist  minister  in  Buffalo,  who 
appears  to  dabble  a  good  deal  in  politics. 
Mr.  Ball  has  repeated  his  story  seroral 
times,  but  he  does  not  supply  fresh  reasons 
for  believing  it. 

He  also  is  the  chief,  if  not  the  only 
authority  for  the  story  that  Mr.  Cleveland 
is  “  a  notorious  libertine  and  profligate.” 
Well,  we  may  as  well  sav  frankly  thit  we 
think  there  could  hardly  be  a  poorer  anthor 
ity.  We  mean  no  disrespect  to  the  profes¬ 
sion  when  we  affirm  that  accusations  of  this 
sort  brought  by  ministers  are  to  be  received 
with  exceeding  caution.  They  can  know 

thing  personally  of  the  immoralities  of 
men  who  are  not  members  of  their  congre¬ 
gation.  What  they  learn  about  them  is 
sure  to  be  hearsay,  the  tattle  of  busjbodies 
who  are  delighted  to  be  able  to  tell  tbe  pas¬ 
tor  of  tbe  wickedness  which  is  going  on 
among  people  who  make  no  pretence  of 
being  religious,  and  they  are  apt  to  receive 
with  a  credulity  which  is  sometimes  very 
unfortunate.  Then  there  are,  as  we  all! 
know,  ministers  and  ministers  ;  some  who 
are  large-minded,  cautious,  and  charitable 
men  of  the  world  in  the  best  sense  of  the 
term,  and  others  whose  denunciations  pass 
us  by  as  the  idle  wind.  So  that  while  we 
do  not  mean  to  accuse  Mr.  Ball  of  dishon¬ 
esty,  we  do  say  emphatically  that  he  himself 
needs  a  good  many  certificates  to  hit  sober- 
mindedness  and  fair-mindedness  and  the 
purity  of  his  motives  before  he  can  he  al¬ 
lowed  to  make  away  with  any  man’s  private 
character  in  the  midst  of  a  political  canvass. 
If  Cleveland  is  a  notorous  profligate  and 
libertine,  why  did  Mr.  Ball  not  know  it 
when  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  bis  own  city 
in  1881,  and  when  he  was  elected  Governor 
of  the  State  in  1882  ?  And  if  he  did  know 
it,  why  did  he  keep  silent? 

But  we  may  not  depend  on  Mr.  Ball's 
weaknesses,  whatever  they  may  b^  for  Mr. 
Cleveland’s  vindication  on  this  point.  We 
take  it  for  granted  that  in  his  case,  ns  in  that 
of  other  men,  the  way  to  find  what  are  his 
best  known  vices,  especially  the  private  and 
personal  ones,  is  to  ask  his  neighbors  in  the 
place  in  which  he  lives.  This  is  tnd  must 
be  the  true  seat  of  his  notoriety,  if  notorious 
he  be.  We  must  assume  that  considering 
the  size  of  the  vote  which  he  received  for 
the  Mayoralty  of  Buffalo,  and  tho  fact  that 
his  majority  waa  largest  in  its  beat  quarters, 
Cleveland  cannot  have  been  a  notorious 
libertine  and  profligate,  or  a  libertine  and 
profligate  at  all  in  a  small  place,  without 
being  notorious.  And  yet  the  BaO  story  has 
taken  everybody,  apparently,  bul  Ball,  by 
surprise.  After  his  nomination  some  of  the 
heartiest  testimonials  to  Cleveland's  excel 
lence  as  a  man  and  citizen  came  from  such 
political  opponents  as  The  Buffalo  Express 
and  The  Buffalo  Commercial.  Both  of  them 
are  now  somewhat  shocked  to  And  that  he 


from  office  in  England  nearly  every  great 
statesman  and  reformer  of  the  last  hundred 
years,  except,  perhaps,  Romilly,  Wilber 
force  aud  Gladstone.  It  would  have  visited 
nearly  every  prominent  politician  in  tho  Re 
publican  party  since  1860,  with  popular 
odium.  It  would,  had  the  Democrats  chosen 
to  apply  it,  have  defeated  one  Republican 
candidate  for  the  Presidency  by  charges 
worse  by  far  than  Cleveland's,  in  that  they 
added  the  sin  of  broken  vows  to  the  sin  of 
incontinence. 

1  We  are  not  defending  incontinence. 
Chastity  is  a  great  virtue,  but  every  man 
knows  in  his  heart  that  it  is  not  the  greatest 
of  virtues,  that  offences  against  it  have  often 
been  consistent  with  the  possession  of  all 
the  qualities  which  ennoble  human  nature 
and  dignify  human  life  and  make  human 
progress  possible.  It  ought  to  be  preached 
and  practised  by  every  man  to  the  utmost 
of  his  ability,  bat  no  one  ought  to  preach  it 
with  any  other  motive  than  the  spread  of 
virtue,  and  least  of  all  for  the  purpose,  as  iu 
the  present  case,  of  making  some  of  the 
basest  of  vices — the  vices  which  sap  every 
thing  that  is  valuable  in  society  and  politics 
— seem  respectable.  Preaching  of  this  sort, 
at  this  time,  is  cant,  and  cant  in  its  most 
loathsome  form,  for  it  fills  every  household 
the  land  with  filthy  suggestions  and 


These  are  fair  illustrations  of  the  differ 
ence  in  wages  in  manufacture.

In  that  branch,  according  to  Sir  James 
Caird's  latest  statment,  the  average  in  Great 
Britain,  even  in  the  most  favored  counties, 
was  about  $12  monthly,  without  board;  iu 
the  southern  counties  the  average  was  less 
than  $9.  But  in  tbe  United  States,  accord 
ing  to  the  report  of  the  Agricultural  Bureau, 
the  average  wages  paid  to  agricultural 
laborers  per  month,  without  board  were  $18. 
58. 

In  these  few  statements  we  have  a  photo¬ 
graph  of  the  comparative  condition  of  a 
great  proportion  of  the  laborers  in  the  two 
countries.  What  d§>  workmen  thiuk  of  it? 
Are  they  seized  with  a  burning  desire  to 
elect  Cleveland,  to  give  power  to  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party,  and  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
British  free  trade  ? — Xew  York  Tribune.

North  River  is  now  progressing  with  uncom¬ 
mon  animation.  In  every  town  between  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Delaware  brass  cannon  are 
booming,  plumes  are  waving,  caps  are  swing 
ing,  and  skyrockets  ascending.  All  the  out 
ward  manifestations  of  an  old  fashioned 
canvass  are  to  be  witnessed.  .But  the  tin 
helmets  and  the  brass  guns  are  not  the  argu¬ 
ments  that  will  decide  the  vote  of  New 
Jersey  this  year.  The  men  who  derive  sup¬ 
port  for  their  families  from  the  great  and  the 
little  manufacturing  establishments  of  the 
State  are  quietly  doing  a  good  deal  of  think¬ 
ing  for  themselves.  To  this  circumstance  is 
due  the  fact  that  the  friends  of  Mr.  Cleve¬ 
land  in  New  Jersey  who  are  willing  to 
confess  their  donbts  are  less  confident  of 
Democratic  success  than  they  have  been  for 
years. 

There  are  Democratic  free  traders  in  New 
Jersey,  but  they  are  not  tbe  Democrats  who 
throng  the  busy  workshops  of  Newark,  Pat¬ 
erson,  Trenton,  and  the  other  centres  of 
mannfacturing  industry.  Although  the  nine¬
